Applicant's representative also explained that the cited reference Khieu 
teacjies a CAM that stores virtual addresses that get translated into a physical address stored in 
the £AM. Khieu does not teach or disclose a CAM that provides selectability between a virtual 
addijess field in a first mode and a physical address field in a second mode, as recited for the 
most part in claims 1-8, 16-19 and 21-30.
